POMONA — Disabled 
persons are invited to apply for 
the openings in the job training 
programs at the Vocational 
Development Center, Casa 
Colina Hospital for 
Rehabilitative Medicine. The 
function of the center is to train 
handicapped individuals in 
various trades and skills found 
at Casa Colina 

The center's work was 
initiated one year ago through a 
$50,000 establishment grant 
from the California State 
Department of Rehabilitation, 
according to program director, 
Frank Bertrand. The grant 
helps to provide funds for 
equipment and personnel over a 
four year period. Trainees in 
the program are screened for 
admission and sponsored by the 
Department of Rehabilitation, 
which pays for their training 

“What makes this vocational 
education program unique is 
that training occurs in a real, 
non-sheltered environment, and 
prepares clients for the 
demands of a specific job by 


utilizing the ‘real life’ 
professional staff at Casa 
Colina as instructors. That's 
what really makes this 
program go!’ enthused 
Bertrand. 


The twelve-week program 
begins after an appropriate 
vocational goal has been agreed 
upon by the client, the 
Vocational Development 
Center staff, and a Department 
of Rehabilitation counselor. 
Individuals can be trained in 


class 


groundskeeping, housekeeping, 
as ward clerks, admitting 
clerks, or nursing attendants 
Instruction takes place under 
actual working conditions. 

In a comprehensive five-part 
program, services provided the 
client include instruction in 
skills required by the 
occupation involved, counseling 
assistance in handling work- 
related problems, continual 
evaluation, a two-day seminar 
on job interviewing skills, and, 
finally, job placement ‘in the 
community 

“Special emphasis is placed 
on the client assuming 
responsibility for working 
without undue supervision. We 
want to ensure that clients are 
well trained, can handle the 
application and interview 
situation in job hunting, and can 
then follow through 
successfully in their work when 
hired,” says Bertrand. Seventy- 
five per cent of the clients who 
have completed the training 
program are now holding jobs 
in the community. 

Referrals to the center may 
be made through physicians, 
counselors, teachers, 
individuals, community 
agencies, and through local 
otfices of the Department of 
Rehabilitation. Clients referred 
to the center are generally 
moderately disabled, with 
physical, emotional, or learning 
disabilities, and lacking in 
employable skills.

Poll shows 
ignorance of 
fuel savings 


Would you say that cooking dinner fast at high heat 
instead of slowly at low heat saves energy, wastes it—or 
doesn't make any difference in your energy 
consumption? 

Would you say you save—or waste—electricity by using 
an air-conditioner with an energy efficiency ratio of 6 
(compared to a ratio of 8)? 

Do you know whether a solid state TV set uses 
more—or fewer—kilowatts than an old-fashioned tube TV 
set? 

These were among 17 questions put to a cross-section of 
New York City households a few months ago by a team of 
Herbert H. Lehman College students under a National 
Science Foundation grant. Key overall finding, reports 
Rovena Kilkeary who headed the group: we are ‘‘a nation 
of energy illiterates.”’ 

Concerned citizen though I am, I must confess that 
when I read the above questions, I wasn’t immediately 
sure what the correct answers were. Nor was anybody in 
the office in which I work. Nor were most of those 
queried in the survey. (Correct answers follow. ) 

If you are relatively informed, it may stun you to read 
that: ‘ 

—Nearly one-third of those interviewed didn't know 
that a color TV set uses much more power than a black- 
and-white set. 

—One in five didn’t know that it costs less to do a few 
full loads of wash than a lot of lighter loads. 

—Nearly half were unaware that frost-free 
refrigerators and freezers use more electricity than the 
kind you defrost yourself. 

—Those who live in New York areas ravaged by 
blackouts last year had no higher ‘‘energy I.Q."’ than 
those living elsewhere. 

—While there were no clear distinctions according to 
sex, ethnic origin, race, etc., the more educated the 
person, the more he or shé knew about energy use—a key 
reason why relatively younger respondents as a class 
scored better than those over age 56. But shockingly, the 
more highly educated and knowledgeable the respondents 
were, the less they actually did, as individuals or 
families, to make even token changes in their energy use 
or life styles. 

Here’s the full ‘‘Energy I.Q.”’ test with the correct 
answers. Use the test not only to measure your own 
knowledge but also as a guide to some top-notch ways to 
cut your fuel and electric bills in 1975. ; 

The practice of cleaning air-conditioning filters 
(saves); cooking food fast at high heat (wastes); of doing 
full but fewer loads in washer (saves); of using pan of 
water on radiator in winter (has no effect). 

The practice of switching to fluorescent bulbs (saves) ; 
or preheating oven for 10, not 15-20, minutes (saves) ; of 
using pressure cooker (saves), of closing drapes at night 
in winter (saves); of using self-cleaning oven features 
(wastes), of washing clothes in cold-warm, not hot, water 
(saves); of putting in storm windows (saves), of turning 
off lights when you leave a room (saves). 

An air-conditioner with 6, not 8, efficiency ratio 
(wastes); a color, rather than black and white, TV 
(wastes); solid-state, rather than tube TV (wastes); 
frost-free refrigerator or freezer (wastes); instant-on, 
vs. Slow warm-up, TV (wastes). 

What's your score? Not only in terms of how much you 
know but much more importantly, in terms of what you 
do? 

Of course, other considerations beyond energy 
conservation enter into many of these choices—color 
over black-and-white TV, for instance, or using self- 
cleaning features on broilers or ovens, or buying a frost- 
free freezer. But many other choices are merely a 
matter of knowing and caring. 

Incidentally, one last shocker. Kilkeary’s team also 
asked this question: If you have been in the market for a 
major appliance during the past year, what were your 
main considerations? Price was the key consideration for 
78 per cent while energy consumption was a main point 
for only 18 per cent. 





Hospitals don’t 
push patients’ 
‘Bill of Rights’ 


In January, it will have been two years since: the 
American Hospital Association formally adopted and dis- 
tributed to its 7,000 member hospitals throughout the U.S. 
a ‘‘Patient’s Bill of Rights,’ intended to guarentee your 
rights to: 

~ Get complete, current information on your 
diagnosis. treatment, and prognosis — in language you 
can understand. 

~ Refuse treatment and be informed of the medical 
consequences of your action. 

~ Confidentiality of all records and communications 
concerning your care. 

— “Considerate and respectful” care. 

~ Be consulted if a hospital wishes to involve you in ex- 
perimental drugs or treatments — and net. be subjected 
to experimentation without your express permission. 

— Have your voice heard on hospital management and 
control — e.g., via representation on hospital boards. 

~ Have your complaints and questions concerning 
hospital care and costs heard and acted upon — via a 
specially appointed patient advocate, ombudsman, or the 
like.

~ Continuity of care (follow up) after you leave the 
hospital — for instance, by consultation with the physi- 
cian on treatment and other measures fellowing your dis- 
charge. 

Pennsylvania's former insurance commissioner, 
Herbert Denenberg, immediately added to the AMA's 
“Rights” such important new ones as rights to good 
quality care, high professional standards, economical 
care. 

Noted Denenberg: ‘‘No patient wants to be malprac- 
ticed to death, even in a considerate and respectful 
manner,’’ and ‘when tHe public can’t afford the care it 
needs, it is tragic to throw away $25 billion a year 
because of wasteful practices of the health system.” 
Moreover, Denenberg declared, Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
should refuse to deal with any hospital which does not ac- 
tively promote and enforce the public’s rights in 
hospitals. 

What has happened in the two years since the Hospital 
Association made its formal move? 

Only a fraction of the nation’s hospitals have offered all 
the rights to their patients. Only a small minority have 
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adequate consumer representation on their boards today 
or give their members a strong voice in policy-setting. 
cost containment, other pivotal issues. Few have made it 
a policy to distribute copies of the ‘‘Rights” to patients = 
and as of last June, only one in three was making the 
“Bill” public in any form. 

Meanwhile, other major moves on behalf of us as 
patients are being made. For instance, state legislatures 
are now cinsidering a variety of bills giving terminally ill 
or injured people the right to order doctors to permit 
them to die. : 

The U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
this past May issued a major set of regulations to protect 
subjects of medical research experimentation financed 
by the federal government in or out of hospitals. Under 
the regulations, would-be subjects must be fully informed 
of the risks, discomforts and benefits of the experimenta- 
tion. Special review committees in research institutes 
must consist not only of reviewers from within the in- 
stitution but also of outsiders who might well be more 
objective. 

Ralph Nader's Health Research Group is now devélop- 
ing lists of consumer rights for each health profession — 
and Nader is now calling for ‘‘patient’s rights" in dental 
care. 

At least one bill, the Consumer Health Act, is being 
prepared for consideration by Congress which would 
among other things. legally assure many rights for 
hospital patients. j 

The surgery releases which hospitals require patients 
to sign waiving any liability on the part of hospitals for 
surgical bungling—and more—are being challenged by 
consumer protection lawyers. Says one of these layers: 
“A court would never enforce this type of contract. 

And the radical Pittsburgh-based Medical Committee 
for Human Rights has set up a ‘‘clearinghouse”™’ to coor- 
dinate and enforce efforts throughout the U. S. to spread 
the concept of a patient's rights and to back up these 
rights by every available means. 

While so many hospital boards from coast to coast daw- 
dle. the handwriting is clearly on their hospitals’ walls.

“Not since New Testament 
times have people believed as 
strongly as they do today that 
histery as we’ve known it may 
scome to an end,” said Joe 
Hough, dean of the School of 
Theology at Claremont. 

Estimates indicate mitions 
will be starving in 10 years. 
Scientists predict a 50 per cent 
chance of a nuclear war in the 
next decade. Watergate leaves 
people confused about values 
and unsure of what is constant 
in the world. 

In this situation, said Hough, 
modern theology must explain 
what it means to be alive in a 
world filled with problems and 
conflicts. 

As in the past, the community 
of the faithful has the task of 
bearing witness to the reality of 
a loving, caring God and to the 
importance and meaning of life, 
he added. 





INTERNATIONAL STUDENTS — People 
come from all over the world to attend the 
School of Theology. Musa Gotom, a 
Nigerian theology professor, came to 
learn counselling techniques to take back 


to his country. He lives in campus housing 
with his wife Rebecca, son Nendi, and 
daughter Nenkimun. Many internationai 
students are separated from their 
families for several years. 


Christian witness may take 
many forms. Part of the 
Christian task is to “engage 
oneself bodily and emotionally” 
as well as verbally, Hough said. 
But not nearly enough is 
happening, and when it dies. 
people say, “That shouldn't be 
happening in the church,” he 
added. 

Christian opposition to the 
war, for instance, is not 
political but deeply religious, 
he said. God cares about 
people; Christians are led to 
oppose war and the destruction 
of the world. 

Hough said it is unacceptable, 
based on the Gospel, that some 
people have so much more than 
others. Christians also are 
called to care for the lonely and 
alienated and to create a 
community where people feel 
cared for and accepted. 

Students at the School of 
Theology work with the 
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multi-denominational seminary 
is preparing men and women 
for parish ministry and helping 
established ministers deal with 
a changing world, Hough said. 

Students are prepared to 
understand the power of 
Biblical materials in today’s 


life. Students also are trained in 


meaning of Christian witness 
and ways to accomplish it. The 
fundamental interest of the 
the practice of ministry, 
especially in the techniques of 
counselling. _

The School of Theology at 
Claremont prepares people for 
Christian ministry and helps 
established ministers develop 
more effective ministries. But 
the school is not so successful 
at meeting the needs of 
international students and 
women, said Joe Hough, dean of 
the School of Theology. 

The seminary does provide 
the solid background in 
scripture, church history and 
theology needed by all students. 

International students often 
must reinterpret what they 
learn to fit their own situations. 


The school has been open to 
issues raised by the Association 
for Women’s Affairs (AWA), 
but that isn’t enough, Hough 
said. 


Women are attending the 
school of theology in increasing 
numbers, according to Ms. Au. 
Almost 40% of the students on 
campus this semester are 
women. 

There are also more women 
in programs leading to 
professional degrees. Twenty- 
four women are working 
toward doctor of ministry and 


is that more jobs are available 
for women than in the past 
because churches are more 
open to women in the ministry. 
Ms. Au said the school won't 
accept job listings if there is 
any indication the church won't 
judge men and women equally. 
To meet women’s needs, the 
school must employ more 
women as professors, said 
Betty McLelland, a member of 
the AWA steering committee. 
Only two of the school’s 40 
professors are women.

A magnificent illustration of what can be accomplished 
is the ‘‘Food Ecology’”’ Project created in the 1972/73 
academic year at Michigan State University (MSU), 
East Lansing — and now spreading to campuses across 
the land. The details are fascinating. 

— Appalled by waste at its cafeterias and the 
skyrockering costs of food consumed at the 65,000 meals 
dispensed each day, MSU appointed a committee of food 
supervisors and students to study what could be done. Its 
first finding, according to an in-depth study of the project 
just reported in the 30-year-old privately circulated 
newsletter, ‘‘Public Relations News,’ was that plate 
waste alone approximated four tons a day! 

— The committee then developed a program to inform 
MSU’s students of the waste, escalating prices, and the 
fact that any savings at the cafeterias (run on a non- 
profit basis) would help hold down rates for students’ 
board.

— After a trial period, a survey disclosed that an 
important reduction in food waste was being achieved — 
and at that point, says Public Relations News, local Coca- 


— Coca-Cola's response was enthusiastic. Theme 
posters were designed, featuring 10 key messages, such 
as ‘Stop Food Waste,”’ ‘Complete Your Meal,’ etc.; 
food quizzes offered prizes for correct answers on food 
consumption; counter posters were printed to stress the 
take-only-what-you’ll-eat theme; table tents were 
prepared to promote non-waste of butier, milk, or 
margarine. Coca-Cola absorbed the bulk of ihe expenses. 

And the results up to date? 


Says Robert C. Underwood, residence hall manager at 
MSU, “Food ecology is booming here and we are 
receiving inquiries from all over the country.” The 
demand for Coca-Cola’s kits, including all the materials 
and weighing 15 pounds, has been so heavy, says 
Underwood, that it has had to order additional ones. 

Adds Howard Hyle, manager of special programs for 
Coca-Cola USA, ‘‘more than 100 colleges are now 
participating’ and have praised the program not only as 
‘worthwhile’ but also as ‘‘a practical solution to the 
serious campus food-waste problem.” 


And Denny Griswold, founder and editor of the weekly 
newsletter, emphasizes that each participating 
institution has slashed food waste by major percentages. 
Indiana U. reported waste down 33 per cent in one month 
— a potential saving of $230,000 a year. Ohio State U 
credited the program with helping hold the line on rates 
for board. Illinois, Oklahoma State, Yale and others have 
each added variations of their own to the basic program. 

It’s such an easy do-it-yourself program. With only this 
column to inspire you, you can adapt the waste-saving 
move at home as well as when you eat out.

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U.C. applications drop 
as state colleges climb 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
While University of California 
enrollment applications have 
dropped nearly 10 per cent, the 
lower-student-cost California 
State University and Colleges 
system reports an almost 8 per 
cent increase in applicants for 
the Fall 1975 quarter. 

Lyle S. Gainsley, UC director 
of admissions, said the reduc- 
tion during the November 
“prime application period’”’ is 
not viewed as ‘‘critical,’’ 
however, and that he expects 
UC to reach its projected 
enrollment next Fall. 

Gainsley said 32,056 applica- 
tions were received during 


November for the eight UC 
campuses, down from 35,341 a 
year ago. 

At the same time, 11 of the 19 
California State Universities 
and Colleges reported a sharp 
increase in November applica- 
tions. More than 21,000 appli- 
cants filed for admission 
compared with 18,000 last year. 

Cost may be the reason for 
the shift. 

Full-time students at the UC 
system pay more than twice as 
much in fees as those at the 
state colleges. UC applicants 
will pay about $404 for a years 
study. An average of $190 will 
“e paid by students at state

Tips on handling 
dental emergency 


A dental emergency, like any 
other, is apt to occur at any 
hour, and must be identified 
before it can be remedied. 

Pain usually is a symptom; 
severe or recurrent bleeding 
may be another. 

Calmly judging the situation, 
decide if treatment is required 
at once, or if it can wait until 
the dentist's regular office 
hours, 

Here are some common 
dental emergencies: 

Toothache—Pain may be 
relieved temporarily by 
application of a cotton ball or 
small piece of cloth with oil of 
cloves or jiffy toothache drops, 
both available without 
prescription, at any drugstore. 

Phone for an appointment 
with the dentist as soon as 
possible. 

Minor burns—From hot 
foods; frequent rinsing with 
cool water probably will ease 
the tenderness. 

Severe burns or chemical 
burns from caustic substances 
‘such as lye and strong acids, or 
from boiling water should be 
treated immediately by a 
doctor. 

Hypersensitivity—Painful re- 
actions to hot or cold stimuli 
may reduce appetite; in some 
cases, chewing or the touch of a 
toothbrush may cause pain and 
set off a cycle of neglect, decay, 
and periodontal disease. 

Most dentists recommend use 
of a special toothpaste, and if 
necessary, a gentle toothbrush, 
for this condition. 

Knocked-out tooth—Speed is 
essential. Get to a dentist as 
quickly as possible. 

In the meantime, if the tooth 
is clean, try to put it back in its 
socket. But don’t try to clean it; 
needed tissue might be 
destroyed. : 

Otherwise, keep the tooth 


moist by placing it in a glass of 
water, or wrapping it in a cloth. 

Bleeding after 
extraction—Bite down on a 
piece of gauze for about two 
hours. Do not talk; this is to 
allow the bleeding to clot. If 
bleeding seems to continue 
rofusely after the gauze is 
removed, call the dentist. 

Emergency dentist—To find 
an emergency dentist, call the 
local dental society. The 
society lists the names and 
phone numbers of dentists who 
are available for emergency 
treatment. 


Keep food 
safe, it’s 
important! 


SACRAMENTO — American 
consumers of both sexes 
underrate their individual 
responsibility for keeping food 
safe in the home, says a survey 
conducted by the United States 
Department of Agriculture's 
Economic Research Service 
(ERS). 

The survey disclosed that 
many consumers are unaware 
that absolute protection is not 
guaranteed simply because 
meat and poultry products are 
inspected by the USDA’s 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service while the 
products are still in processing 
plants. 

Also revealed in the survey 
was the fact that consumers 
this time of year are taking 
unnecessary risks in the 
handling of turkey and turkey 
‘stuffing.

Peace Corps 
workers’ items 
go on display 


In certain Peace Corps 
developing countries people 
don't buy an insurance policy, 
they wear it. An example is the 
Ronko, a robe worn in West 
Africa, where it is believed to 
contain the powers to protect 
the wearer against all danger. 

The Ronko and over 40 other 
colorful and authentic artifacts 
contributed by Peace Corps 
Volunteers from around the 
world will be featured in an 
ACTION exhibit at the 
California State Museum of 
Science and Industry, 
Exposition Park, through Feb. 
16. 

The exhibit emphasizes the 
activities of Los Angeles area 
volunteers in bringing vitally 
needed technical skills to 68 
developing countries. 

ACTION, the federal agency 
which has administered the 
Peace Corps since 1971, has 
announced the opening of a 
massive Southern California 
public awareness and 
recruitment drive which seeks 
1,500 Volunteer applicants 
during 1975. 

While some of the more 
exotic artifacts are solely 
ornamental, all fo the items 
portray current lifestyles and 


customs prevalent in 
developing countries, according 
to Southers California ACTION 
manager Gene Tackett. 

Tackett, a former Peace 
Corps agricultural advosor in 
India, said one purpose of the 
exhibit is to call attention to the 
present world need for skilled 
Peace Corps advisors in 
education, business, civil 
engineering, health fields, 
agriculture, the trades and 
architecture/city planning. 

“Environment, unemploy- 
ment and inflation are overseas 
problems that relate to many 
American communities,” said 
Tackett. ‘‘The difference is that 
in the Peace Corps countries, 
the priority is often just staying 
alive.”’ 


In addition to international 
Peace Corps programs, the 
ACTION exhibit will offer 
information on full-time and 
part-time domestic projects 
such as VISTA (Volunteers In 
Service To America), Foster 
Grandparents, Retired Senior 
Volunteer Program, Unibersity 
Year for ACTION and SCORE 
(Service Corps Of Retired 
Executives) — all of which are 
active in the Los Angeles area. 





Energy score 
in America 
: is ‘dismal’ 





If you are a homeowner, have you insulated your 
home? Weather-stripped the doors? Added storm win- 
dows? 

Do you now serve your farnily more one-dish dinners 
than you served in '74 before the energy crisis exploded? 

Do you think about energy use when buying appliances? 

What are you, the individual consumer, doing to heip 
curb use of energy and thereby help forestall a new round 
of gas and fuel shortages, electricity blackouts, other 
crisis symptoms we felt last year — and quite possibly, 
mandatory controls? 

Probably NOTHING of importance — according to re- 
cent study by Rovena Kilkeary, a 22-year-old graduate 
student at Herbert H. Lehman College of the City Univer- 
sity of New York. 

A few months ago, a team of undergraduate students 
headed by Mrs. Kilkeary queried a cross-section of 
families in residential areas of New York City, using a 
$14,500 National Science Foundation grant and computers 
to tabulate the results. The questions were designed to 
disclose how much they had learned about energy use, 
how their lives had been affected, how they were coping 
with’ shortages and soaring utility bills. Among the 
results: 

While almost nine out of ten were well aware that their 
utility bills had zoomed, only about five out of ten 
reported they had been ‘‘personally affected’ by the 
energy crisis. In short, fewer than half were doing 
anything on their own to combat the crisis. 

“A really dismal score,’’ summarized Mrs. Kilkeary, 
“particularly in view of the fact that most Americans 
live in areas where 80 per cent of energy waste is concen- 
trated.” 

Yes, many of us are taking the easy steps to cut energy 
consumption — using our air conditioners less, driving 
within the 55-mile-per-hour speed limit, planning our car 
use more carefully, etc. Here, as an illustration, are the 
question-by-question results: 

74 per cent are using air conditioners less; 

- 74 per cent drive at 55 mph; 

71 per cent are planning car use, 

68 per cent are turning out the lights; 

- 64 per cent are turning off their TVs; 

But only 63 per cent think about energy when they 
buy appliances; 

— Only 40 per cent have considered storm windows; 
— A mere 30 per cent have added insulation; 

— An insignificant 23 per cent serve one-dish dinners.

The nearly incredible fact is that only 30 families out of 
600 — only one in 20 could answer, ‘‘Yes, I am doing 
this.’ to all nine of the questions; two out of five could 
answer yes to only four or fewer of the questions. 

This is the first study undertaken to date of this type 
and magnitude, to my knowledge. Thus, it underlines how 
poor — how dreadfully inadequate — have been the 
results of this past year’s educational campaigns spon- 
sored both by government and private organizations to 
convince the public to cut the use of energy. 


The iniplications for 1975 — if we don’t shape up con- 
siderably better than this — are painful. 


Even more shz ameful is what you see when you look 
behind the “averages” turned out by the computers and 
ask who is making the sacrifices and who isn't. 


Those who have done the least to shift their life styles 
are families in the higher education-higher income 
brackets — precisely those who are best informed on the 
dimensions and implications of the energy challenge. 


Those who have changed their life styles — in many in- 
Stances, drastically — are poorer families trying to 


scrape by in New York City on incomes of less than $6,- 
000, and inflation-ravaged families with children trying to 
get by on less than $15,000 a year. 

For instance, in answer to the question on planning use 
of a car more carefully, a full 82 per cent in the under- 
$6,000 bracket said yes, but only 66 per cent in the over- 
$15,000 class, 40 per cent with a high school education 
Said yes, but only 19 per cent of the college graduates. 

“Tf you've got it, flaunt it,”’ still seems to be the slogan 
of the American energy eonsumer. It's a reprehensible, 
perilous attitude in what may be among our most 
dangerous years.
